PREVIOUS WINNERS 


The first contest was held in 1942 and 
was won by Dr. Leroy E. Kurth for his 
essay on “Mandibular Movements in 
Mastication.”

Hermann M. Becks of California for his 
essay on “Dangerous Consequences of 
Vitamin D Overdosages on Dental and 
Paradental Structures.”

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


WHEN SHOULD ORTHODONTIC TREATMENT. BE STARTED? 


L. B. Hictey, D.D.S., Department of Orthodontics, The State University of 
Iowa, Iowa City, Iowa* 


Question: What type of case should 
be corrected in the deciduous dentition? 


Answer: When to treat undoubtedly 
necessitates as broad a background of 
orthodontic knowledge as any problem 
that confronts the orthodontist. It must 
be remembered too that treatment is not 
similar for all cases but ranges from ad- 
vice to complicated mechanical or surgi- 
cal procedures. Most cases during the 
deciduous or early mixed dentition stages 
will permit an observation period dur- 
ing which the etiology may be deter- 
mined more accurately than if treat- 
ment is instituted immediately. Also the 
rate of change, either toward improve- 
ment or increased severity of the de- 
formity, may be judged. Some cases need 
immediate treatment! and no observa- 
tion period is indicated. However, for 
the more usual cases, after a suitable ob- 
servation period, the following types of 
deformities should be treated in the de- 
ciduous denture stage : 

a. Cases in which an etiologic factor 
is discovered which if not eliminated will 
produce or enhance an incipient deform- 
ity. 

b. Cases in which caries or accident 
has caused early loss of deciduous teeth. 

c. Cases in which roentgenograms 
have shown that certain permanent teeth 
are not forming. 

d. Cases in which incorrect tooth re- 
lationships may lead to deformity of the 
osseous support, especially if it would 
extend to include the basal bone. 

e. Cases in which incorrect tooth re- 
lationships cause the mandible to shift 
forward, backward or to one side into 
a convenience bite.

Question: What type of case should 
be corrected in the mixed dentition? 


Answer: The conditions enumerated 
for the deciduous dentition would also 
apply to the mixed dentition but in ad- 
dition the following conditions peculiar 
to this stage of dental development 
should be treated, as : 

a. Cases in which the first permanent 
molars or certain bicuspids are locking 
incorrectly with the teeth of the oppos- 
ing dental arch. 

b. Removal of supernumerary teeth. 
(Occasionally necessary in the deciduous 
dentures. ) 

c. Cases in which close bite shows no 
improvement as the permanent teeth 
erupt. 


Question: What type of case should 
be corrected after the bicuspids and 
canines have erupted ? 


Answer: This question might be an- 
swered facetiously by saying only such 
cases as we have been unfortunate 
enough not to have seen previously. All 
the conditions mentioned in the answers 
to’ questions 1 and 2 would be treated 
at this time except for those not. appli- 
cable to this stage of dental development. 
However, the only deformity that may 
be put off until this stage is one confined 
entirely to malocclusion of the teeth and 
which does not materially affect the sup- 
porting or basal bone. 

Some cases, especially certain types of 
Class II Angle in which the basal bone 
is not deformed, respond well to treat- 
ment when it is possible to include the 
bicuspids and canines in the application 
of the corrective device but since such 
cases usually do involve deformity of the 
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basal bone, it is best not to put off treat- 
ment until this time. 


Question: Of what value are dental 
X-rays in determining the time of treat- 
ment? 


Answer: Dental X-ray pictures are of 
value in a number of ways in determin- 
ing the time for treatment. Caries, dis- 
closed by them, should be cared for be- 
fore treatment is attempted. If the X- 
ray pictures are taken early it may be 
found that certain permanent teeth are 
not forming and treatment may be in- 
dicated immediately. But, if the X-ray 
pictures are not taken until a later time, 
this absence of a permanent tooth will 
not be discovered and a different plan 
and perhaps a decidedly different time 
for treating the condition will be se- 
lected. The position and amount of de- 
velopment of certain permanent teeth 
and the resorption of deciduous roots 
will often influence the time of starting 
treatment. Alveolar bone structure, pres- 
ence of supernumerary teeth, and the re- 
sults of pathologic conditions of the in- 
vesting tissues may also be seen and their 
influence upon treatment time judged. 


Question: Of what value are cephalo- 
metric X-rays in determining the time 
of treatment? 


Answer: Cephalometric roentgeno- 
grams are our best means of determining 
deformity that extends beyond maloc- 
clusion of the teeth. Usually it is best 
to start cases involving such deformity 
much earlier than if confined to the den- 
tal area alone. Among other things such 
roentgenograms disclose discrepancies in 
size and relationship of the various struc- 
tures of the head that can be seen in no 
other way. 


Question: What information that will 
be of value in treatment can be com- 
piled by observing a case for some years 
previous to treatment? 


Answer: Observation of a case pre- 
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vious to treatment: will allow the oper- 
ator to determine the etiology more ac- 
curately, decide whether the condition 
is improving or getting worse and at 
what rate, judge the interest of the par- 
ents and patient in having treatment and 
thus predict the cooperation that may be 
expected. All this will lead to the selec- 
tion of the most opportune time to be- 
gin treatment. 


Question: What factors other than 
those pertaining to the malocclusion in- 
fluence your decision as to when treat- 
ment should be started ? 


Answer : Systemic conditions, rampant 
caries and other oral pathologic condi- 
tions influence the decision as to when 
treatment should be started. Oral pa- 
thology is usually a manifestation of a 
systemic condition which if not elimi- 
nated may make a satisfactory ortho- 
dontic result impossible. Indifference or 
lack of cooperation on the part of the 
parents, patient, or both may make it 
advisable to put off treatment. Avail- 
ability of the patient is also important. 
The stage of dental development may 
allow or prevent treatment at a given 
time. The operator’s time is also impor- 
tant as he should not attempt to treat 
more cases than he has time to devote to 
them. 


Question: When is an intermittent 
plan of treatment desirable? 


Answer: All early treatment should 
be intermittent. When possible the plan 
is to eliminate the etiology, correct the 
deformity, and establish natural condi- 
tions that will allow uniform growth, 
after which nature is permitted to work 
unhampered. In certain cases stream- 
lined retainers may be needed between 
periods of active treatment. The hope 
is, and it is often realized, that a single 
early treatment may establish growth po- 
tentials that will suffice and no further 
treatment will be necessary. Attempts 
to stimulate growth beyond that ex- 
pected for the patient’s age should be 
avoided.

MAILING DENTURES REQUIRES 
SPECIAL STAMP 


Dentists who expect to mail dentures 
or prosthetic dental appliances to pa- 
tients outside of this state are required 
under a ruling of the Post Office depart- 
ment in enforcing the recently approved 
Traynor bill to use a stamp or printed 
label on the outside of the package bear- 
ing the following inscription “Mailing 
not prohibited by Section 617} of the 
Postal Laws and Regulations of 1940.” 
Writing by hand or typewriting this in- 
scription on the wrapper of the package 
does not comply with the regulations of 
the Post Office and parcels so endorsed 
will not be accepted for mailing by the 
department. 

The office of the Chicago Dental Soci- 
ety has prepared a stamp that will com- 
ply with the requirements and will be 
happy to stamp packages for its members 
as a service, provided that the dentures 
or appliances to be mailed have been 
supplied as required by the laws of this 
state.

Question: Are the forming permanent 
teeth influenced by moving their decid- 
uous predecessors ? 


Answer: Breitner? and others have 
shown experimental evidence that ortho- 
dontic movement of the deciduous or 
mixed dentition produced migration of 
underlying and adjoining tooth germs. 
Much clinical evidence supports these 
experimental findings. This means that 
expansion of the deciduous arches, when 
done properly, will have a lasting effect 
upon the permanent dental arches. 


Question: When should the general 
practitioner refer the patient, to the 
orthodontist? 


Answer: Unless the general prac- 
titioner is thoroughly trained in ortho- 
dontic diagnosis it would be well for 
him to suggest that all child patients 
be examined by a competent orthodon- 
tist. This should be done at the first 


opportunity the general practitioner has

to examine the child. In diagnosis the 
most difficult problem is to discover an 
etiologic factor that may initiate a de- 
formity if not eliminated or to recognize 
a deformity in its incipient stage. After 
the deformity is advanced beyond the 
incipient stage it is usually discovered 
by the patient or his parents and the 
problem then becomes one of determin- 
ing the extent and severity of the de- 
formity and the proper time to begin 
treatment, if it is decided treatment 
will be worth while. 

If the patient’s condition is sufficiently 
advanced to be recognized by the gen- 
eral practitioner when he first has the 
patient brought to him, and he does not 
feel competent to cope with the situa- 
tion it is obvious that the case should 
be referred to the orthodontist imme- 
diately if for no other reason than to 
shift the responsibility.
